Hawaiian Trip Offer Modified 

A member of the American Numismatic Association challenged the "Win A Free 
Trip to Hawaii" offer that the ANA made available to a lucky donor to its building 
fund. The trip consisted of airline tickets for two to Hawaii, four nights stay 
at the Hilton Hawaiian Village at Waikiki, an additional two nights at the Kona 
Hilton on the Big Island, inter-island fare, and transportation from the airports 
to the hotels. Each $25 cash donation made between May 15 and December 31, 1981, 
gave the donor a chance on the trip. The challenge was made that this offer con¬ 
stituted a lottery in violation of federal law. 

Inquiry with a U. S. District Attorney's office failed to find cause for 
prosecution. However, further investigation with U. S. Postal officials found a 
technical violation. ANA was informed that no action would be taken unless a 
formal charge was made or if the ANA rules for the drawing were modified. Draw¬ 
ings are permissible if entry forms allow anyone to enter and do not predicate 
eligibility on making a contribution. 

The ANA board of governors, by mail vote, rescinded the Hawaii prize draw^ 
ing. Any person who has donated to the building fund with the intent of entering 
the drawing may request a refund. As of October 31, more than $25,000 had been
